CASE AGAINST OMAHA NATIONAL BANK

Judge Munger yesterday remanded the
case of the state against the Omaha National
bank back to the district court. It had been
snt to the federal coumrt by the district
court on the grounds that federal questions

In none
of this the judge decl is any federal
law involved. He Intimatéd, however, that
Ge did mot consider that a eufficient cause
of actlon 4galnst the bank was con-
talned amd that upon motion by the
defense to make the petition more specific
other lasues may be radsed which will In-
volye the natlonal banking laws and there-
fore make the case a proper one for the
feleral court.

Few of the lawyera
are ready with the cases on Lhe respective
calls and the indications are that the bums-
iness of the term will be rushed through
with an unusual degree of speed, resuiting In
an early adjournment.

In the criminal section of the district court
& couple of cases were set for trial, but they
both went off the call, leaving Judge Sla-
baugh with nothing to do. In one case the
complaining witness was beyond the jurisdio.
tlon of the court and upon the application of
the slate a continuance was granted. In the
other case the defendant pleaded gullty and
was remanded for sentence, In this casze
George McKenna was accused of forgery.
He signed another party's name to an order
and thus succeeded In securing 50 cents.

Judge Scott passed upon the case of Au~
gust Relter agalnst Johanna Relter, granting
a divorce and the custody of the children to
the husband, who Is required to pay the costs
of the suit. Thia Is the case wherein both
parties filed charges, alleging Infidelity. At
the original hearing tha children were p'aced
in the custody of the father, pending the
final determination of the suit,

In the case of Barney Hughes agalnst the
city of SBouth Omaha Judge Fawcett has
granted a permanent Injunctlon, restraining
the city from constructing a sidewalk along
Thirty-sixtlr street. It was alloged that it
was the purpose of the city to extend the
sldewalk into the country aud along a lot of
unoccupled property.

Johanna Nel#on has applied for a divoree
from her husband, Robert Nelson, while
Laura VanWert aske for a divorce from her
husband, Willard VanWert. The former al-
leges fallure to support and the latler
cruelty.

The Natlonal Bank of New England ana
the Nutlonal Bank of Sandy HIll, New
York, have brought eult against the city, the
former clalming $300 and the latter §265.
